At least three North Viet- 


namese companies of more than 
100 men each were involved in 
the fighting, military spokes- 
men said. 


The fighting along the DMZ 


was triggered by infantrymen 
from the U.S. 5th Mechanized 
Division and troops from the 
U.S. 
3rd Marine Division who 


flushed out three North Viet- 
namese companies they didn't 
know were in the area. 


But officers at the 3rd Marine 


headquarters in Dong Ha said 
there is no indication yet that 
the North Vietnamese are in- 
creasing their forces along the 
DMZ or massing for any sizable 
assault Into South Vietnam. 


The Marine officers declined 


to estimate the strength of the 
North Vietnamese army below 
the DMZ, but they said it is not 
substantial. They said intelli- 
,gence indicates that four North 
Vietnamese regiments—a maxi- 
mum of 12,000 men—are in the 
northern half of the DMZ or just 
to the north of the zone in North 
Vietnam. 
This is a night's 


march away from South Viet- 
nam's northern frontier. 


Another Moon 
Shot by the 
Soviet Union 
MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


Union launched an unmanned 
spacecraft today on a journey to 
photograph and study the moon 
and nearby lunar space but 
gave no indication a soft landing 
was planned. 


The last Soviet moon probe, 


Luna 15, crashed on the lunar 
surface just before the U.S. Apol- 
lo 11 astronauts landed in the 
Sea of Tranquillity July 20. 


Zond 7. the new Soviet craft 


was loafted Into a parking orbit 
around the earth by "a powerful 
Soviet carrier rocket" and then 
was launched toward the moon, 
the news agency Tass said. 


Tass said that in addition to 


making lunar studies and photo- 
graphs Zond 7 would test "im- 
proved on-board systems and 
the design of the rocket-space 
complex." The agency did not 
go into specifics. 


Moscow has said previously 


that its unmanned Zond series 
was partly designed to put men 
on the moon eventually. 


The flight to the moon usually 


takes 3 
]/2 days. If Zond 7 follows 


this pattern, it should be near 
the moon by Monday or Tues- 
day. 


The 
Soviet 
Union 
usually 


holds back much information 
about its space shots until after 
their 
flights are 
completed. 


Then it discloses only those 
parts of the mission which were 
successful 
and hides parts 


which failed. 


Some previous Zond experi- 


ments have involved interplane- 
tary missions, two of which are 
known in the west to have 
failed. 


Zond 1 made an unsuccessful 


attempt to reach Venus in 1964 
and Zond 2 failed en route to 
Mars in 1965. 


Zond 3 was the first success in 


the program. It took television 
pictures of the back side of the 
moon in August 1965 and trans- 
mitted them back to earth. Then 
it went on into orbit around the 
sun. 


Zond 4, launched in March 


1968, apparently failed in some

The United States also has 


spent $100 million for herbicides 
and defoliants for use in Viet- 
nam to kill crops and vegeta- 
tion. 


The standard U.S. nerve gas 


is said to be GB or Sarin, which 
kills man by inhibiting choliner- 
sterase, the enzyme that relaxes 
muscular contraction. 


There is also the older GA or 


Tabun nerve gas, a bit less po- 
tent, which the Soviets also be- 
gan stocking after they seized a 
German poison factory In World 
War n. 


The United States has experi- 


mented extensively with psycho- 
chemicals or incapacitants such 
as LSD-25 and BZ but has not 
developed one good enough to 
be a standard weapon. 


In addition to the G types, the 


Army has a V series which, 
though not more deadly than the 
regular nerve gases, has the 
military advantage of poisoning 
their victims through the skin, 
rendering gas masks useless.

"My father died right after that. My mother tried to keep 


the coal business going, but I know I was 10 or 11 before I 
got another one. We played football with everything from 
tennis balls to rolled-up magazines. One time we had an 
old ball with no bladder, but we stuffed it with newspapers 
and used it, anyway. 


"Our house was half brick aud half wood and had a front 


porch with a swing on it. I'd climb up in it and swing for 
hours. We had a big back yard where we played and kept 
our rabbits. We always had a lot of white rabbits. I think 
we must have had rabbit for dinner every Sunday. 


"You hold them up by their ears and crack them behind 


the neck with the side of your hand. A rabbit punch. Then 
you take the .skin and salt it down which starts a tanning 
process.

That's the conclusion of a 


group of scientists who Thurs- 
day issued the first comprehen- 
sive report on preliminary study 
of the 50 pound of rocks and 
dust. 


Earlier piecemeal reports led 


to some speculation that lunar 
organic material had been dis- 
covered. 


But the scientists said it is 


most likely the tiny amount of 
organic 
substance 
found 
in 


some rocks was of earthly ori- 
gin—from the astronauts' space 
suits and the containers, rubber 
gloves and tools used to handle 
the materials, 


A microscopic search for liv- 


ing, dead or fossil organisms 
has turned up nothing, reported 
Dr. James Menzies, an Agricul- 
ture Department biologist. 


Dr, Richard Johnson of Ames 


Research Center said he has 
measured 10 parts per million of 
organic material in the moon 
dust, but said "this is so low it 
could quite easily be contamina- 
tion" from handling.

solution and injected into 264 
germ-free mice last week. For?

autopsies

showed no gevms or illnesses, 


The scientists said the work 


being done in the lunar receiv- 
ing laboratory here is prelimi- 
nary and that detailed analyses 
will start in late September 
when the lunar material is re- 
leased from quarantine. It will 
be distributed to 146 principal 
investigators in nine countries.

troleum industry's tax bill some 
$500 million to $600 million a 
year. 


Most of the Increase would re- 


sult from the industry's contro- 
versial depletion tax allowance 
being reduced from 27Vz per 
cent to 20 percent. 


The industry hopes to obtain 


relief as the tax package moves 
to the Senate but It knows it will 
face a tough fight there also. 
Some senators want to cut the 
allowance to 15 per cent. 


The current situation indi- 


cates that the industry's bright- 
est hope may be for the Senate 
to stand by 27J/2 per cent, as it 
has in the past, and then com- 
promise with the House at about 
23V2 per cent. 


President Nixon has endorsed 


the old depletion allowance but 
has given no indication he will 
become involved in the current 
dispute. 


Oilmen contend the depletion 


allowance is being used as a 
whipping boy and as a symbol 
for tax reform. Many blame the 
situation on a lack of knowledge 
or understanding of a compli- 
cated tax provision that has re- 
mained unchanged since Con- 
gress enacted it 43 years ago, 


They contend the industry is 


paying its fair share of taxes, 
Petroleum 
economists 
argue 


that the industry spends 5,4 per 
cent of its gross revenue on di- 
rect taxes, compared to 4.6 per 
cent for all other business cor- 
porations, 


They say that when excise 


and sales taxes are added to di* 
rect taxes the industry pays out 
20.8 per cent of gross revenues, 
compared to 6,6 per cent for all 
other business corporations. 


Oilmen say a depletion allow*

production lines for gas and 
germ weapons. 


Size of the U.S. stockpile is se- 


cret but appears to encompass 
millions of pounds of agents 
ranging from relatively mild CS 
tear gas—used in Vietnam—to 
poisonous GA, GB and V nerve 
agents— ordorless.tasteless, in- 
visible kill-in-seconds materials. 


Biological or germ weapons 


can't be stored for more than a 
few days before their living pay- 
loads become sterile, but the 
Pentagon keeps a pilot produc- 
tion line at Pine Bluff, Ark., 
pepared to crank out weapons 
upon hours notice. 


Virtually any piece of military 


ordnance, from missiles to gre- 
nades, can be packed with dead- 
ly gases.
